A warning that the future of the 
Hillside Drainage program now lies in 
the hands of federal bureaucrats in 
Washington, D.C., was issued during a 
special drainage meeting Monday 
afternoon by Ron Lindsay, study 
manager of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

Lindsay warned that it would be dif- 
ficult to show that the cost of major 
drainage improvements in this area is

of Engineers at Monday’s meeting 
would improve water flow ‘at -the 
Dobrey Slough Channel, Mitchell 
Ditch, Long Lake and Horseshoe 
Lake if accepted (See related story) 

The study outlines problems, 
plans and costs for improvements at 
each of the sites. 

Residences in the Dobrey Slough 
area were constructed in the 1950s 
when the annual rainfall was was 
less than average. During the con- 
‘struction, no qptlet was provided for 
the removal of stormwater. Now, 
during heavy rainfalls, the water 
collects in the streets and floods sur- 
rounding basements and yards. 

The study proposes that water 
could be removed by constructing a 
drainage channel that would run 
parallel to the Alton & Southern 
Railroad right-of-way and would 
discharge into Horseshoe Lake. 

‘The estimated cost for this plan is 
$4,426,000. Of this amount, the non- 
federal first costs would amount to 
$1,549,000 with costs for operations, 


maintenance and replacement rang- 
ing from $15,000 to $25,000 annually. 

Mitchell Ditch also has a runoff 
problem. The ditch discharges 
through a series of culverts under 
roads and eventually enters 
Horseshoe Lake via Long Lake and 
Elm Slough. When rains are heavy, 
the water backs up into the 
cultivated areas north of Highway 
162. 

Under the plan, additional 
culverts would be forced through the 
embankments to minimize disrup- 
tion to road and railroad traffic. 
Also, existing channels would be 
enlarged and the channel through 
the southern arm of Long Lake 
would be cleared to remove any flow 
obstructions. 

The total first costs for this project 
are estimated at $267,000. The non- 
federal share would amount to 
$93,400, with the annual costs for 
operations and- maintenance at 
$4,000.

The 
Lions needed $5 million for 
the building. Only $450,000 
still is lacking and construc- 
tion is underway in Chicago. 
“We may be well on our way 
to finding a cure for blind- 
ness,"" he said optimistical- 
ly. 
Elmer Wortham, Granite 
City Lions president, said 
the local club ay Gare abig 
difference in lives of 
some local persons.

Others have been assisted 
with money’ for examina- 
tions, spending money, 
clothing for camp arid other 
needs, costing the club more 
than $4,500. nty-one per- 
sons were helped with eye 
examinations and glasses, 
hearing aids or both, Wor- 
tham said. 

One family with four 
hearing-impaired children 
turned to the club for bat- 
teries for the four hearing 
aids. The club responded and 
kept the children in fresh 
batteries until one child’s 
hearing aid broke. The club 
expended $480 for a new 
hearing aid, Wortham noted. 

One girl used a glass eye 
the club provided four or five 
years ago, but finally 
outgrew it in her teenage 
years. The club bought anew 
one, colored to match her 
good eye. ‘‘She has grown up 
to be quite a young lady. 

Last March, the club spon- 
sored a glaucoma unit here. 
In three years, 76 people 
were screened. Potential 
problems were found in 
about 15 persons and they 
were referred to specialists. 

One accomplishment of 
which the club is most proud 
is the delivery of five sets of 
eyes to the eye bank in St. 
Louis. As many as 10 blind 
people could become sighted 
with the eyes, Wortham said. 
The club knows of four per- 
sons who have benefited 
from the eyes and can now 
see, he noted. 

Two club members were 
sent to school and learned 
how to remove eyes from the 
dead so they can be used to 
help others see. 

Also, dozens of pairs of old 
eyeglasses are collected by 
club members each year and 
are recycled by the club into 
new glasses. 

‘The Granite City club also 
donated $1,150 to Lion state 
activities last year from the 
candy day.

Veterans’ burial aid 


The Veterans Administra- 
tion is reminding former ser- 
vicemen and women that 
awareness of VA burial 
benefits can often spare the 
family of a deceased veteran 
anxiety and financial hard- 
ship following the veteran's 
death. 


Interment in a national 
cemetery is available to 
veterans discharged under 
conditions other than 
dishonorable. Also eligible, 
under certain guidelines, are 
a veteran’s spouse and 
minor children. 

VA will furnish a 
headstone or markér~to 
memorialize a veteran or 
mark the grave of a veteran 
buried in a national, state, or 
private cemetery. 

The agency also will pro- 
vide markers to eligible 

its interred in a na- 
tional or state veterans’ 
cemetery. 

A memorial marker or 
headstone for veterans 
whose remains have not 
been recovered or identified 
is also provided by the VA. 
This includes those who were

The board transferred from the 
education fund to the building fund 
(operations, building and maintenance 
fund) all costs related to the director of 
buildings and grounds, the 
maintenance staff (warehouseman, 
teamsters, carpenters, laborers and 
painters), custodial and maintenance 
supplies and materials, equipment for 
buildings, food service equipment, 
water, electricity, sewerage, equip- 
ment rental, vehicle insurance, site ac- 
quisitions, new buildings and im- 
provements. 

In voting to levy $144,750 for life safe- 
ty (fire prevention, health and safety, 
and environmental and energy conser- 
vation), the board certified that Ar- 
chitect Henry Gabriel estimates a 
backlog of $1,948,473. 

The district's work backlog relates to 
geconstruction or alteration of 
buildings to bring all schools into total 
conformity with desired conditions and 
standards. 

A letter signed by Board President 
Stucke notified Madison County Clerk 
Evelyn Bowles that the school district 
in its financial actions has complied 
with Public Act 82-102, the Truth in Tax- 
ation Law. 

Lee Thomas, speaking for the 
Granite City Citizens Forum, scolded 
the board for its tax decisions, asser- 
ting that both the city government and 
schools have ‘tno qualms about making 
Granite City residents shoulder addi- 
tional taxes during a time of economic 
distress and extremely high 
unéinployemnt. 

“It might appear to the administra- 
tion and board it it is sound logic for 
taxpayers to face additional taxing 
resulting from lack of spending 
restraints, poor management of funds 
and other operating inefficiencies. 

“But, gentlemen, you are strangling 
your ‘goose that lays the golden egg.’ 

“The taxpayers who support your 
spending are growing more frustrated 
and weary. Many are currently, or are 
quickly approaching, the state of in- 
ability to cope with higher taxes. 

“In Granite City, the cost per student 
this year will be $2,700. Our tax base is 
rapidly shrinking and will continue to 
do so, unless those in authority play a 
responsible and critical role in -the 
maintenance of operating budgets, us- 
ing good economic sense and good and 
healthy public policy. 

“Because the school tax currently 
represents 53 cehts of every real estate 
tax dollar, your proposed levy increase 
of 12 percent amounts to an overall pro- 
perty tax increase of approximately 6% 
percent. 

“Because of Granite City's current 
economic problems, the Citizens 
Forum appeals to the Board of Educa- 
tion to hold its budget, to avoid a tax in- 
crease af:this time. 

“We are aware of the challenges in- 
volved, and of the need for and benefits 
derived from a good educational 
system. It’s obvious we're spending 
more every year, but is the system bet- 
ter? 

“We think that if you really want to 
serve the public—and avoid a tax in- 
crease—you can find the ways to ac- 
complish it."" 


Worthen responded by saying the 
district has reduced its spending level 
by nearly $4 million in 1983-84 com- 
pared to 1982-83. 

If the state provides aid payments as 
currently indicated, and if the 
economic situation eases, “‘there may 


be a balance” in the current year, the 
veteran board member commented. 

Harlan Dickey pointed out that school 
revenue was more than $4,750,000 below 
costs last year. In view of the big cut in 
spending this year, he asked, ‘When 
are you going to reduce taxes?” 

Melton estimated accumulated debt 
at $7,900,000, including $7,600,000 bor- 
rowing for the education fund and 
$300,000 for the building fund. s 

He added, ‘‘In all honesty, I’m not 
sure that the debt can be reduced under 
present conditions. We have worked ag- 
gressively to reduce costs. I don’t know 
how quickly we are going to get out of 
debt, or even whether we can get out of 


“Our revenue has 
fallen to a point far less than our costs, 
which include salaries and salary- 
related costs of nearly 90 cents of every 
dollar we spend. 

“We are critcized for school closings 
and layoffs, and for having more than 
20 in classes, but you cannot have it 
both ways.” 

Thomas said he has four children in 
school and is unhappy over the use of an 
elementary school library as a 
classroom. Supt B.J. Davis said after 
the meeting that, where libraries are 
utilized, the same books are available 
elsewhere within a building, such as at 
alearning center. 

Melton said he also has four children 
in school and that, despite difficult deci- 
sions and severe cutbacks by the board, 
he believes the professionalism of the 
staff will enable the district to continue 
providing quality education. 

Wort and then Melton said they 
have H0 apology to make for the cost 
reductions that were made or for the 
school programs that remain. “‘It’s not 
easy to tell 200 people their jobs are 
ended,” Worthen told the citizens. 

Mark Malone sought to clarify the 
amount of new taxes, quoting articles 
about a 12 percent. hike. Supt. Davis 
stressed that levy figures reflect 
assessment projections which may not_ 
prove to be as large as estimated. 

Davis and board members said the 
board does not set assessments, nor the 
precise tax rates. 

Citing the amount of debt, the 
superintendent asserted, ‘‘We would be 
foolish not to try and get all the funds 
available to apply to our indebtedness."’ 

Melton said that, taking into account 
the size of the debt and the interest that 
must be paid, a levy increase at this 
time is “‘of benefit to taxpayers, in the 
long term.’ 

Owca said that while the new budget 
totals $27,108,727, he hopes that spen- 
ding can be kept $900,000 below that, 
enabling the district to come within 
$100,000 to $200,000 of a balance between 
income and disbursements in 1983-84. 

The board left the transportation 
budget of $1,425,400 and the retirement 
fund budget of $624,695 the same as the 
amended tentative amounts announced 
a month ago. 

Instead of $20,159,869 in August, the 
board budgeféd $23,158,332 for educa- 
tion. And instead of $1,849,699, the 
building budget was set at $1,900,300. 
Net change from a month ago was a 
boost of $3,049,064, consisting of 
$2,998,463 for education and $50,601 for 
building. 

The 1982-83 final budget and actual 
expenses were: education $25,930,424 
and $25,489,897, building $1,975,200 and 
$1,423,150, transportation $1,306,400 and 
$1,298,082, and municipal retirement 
$711,995 and $633,253.

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Sept. 28 deadline for filing 
to disconnect from sewer area 


Morris Miles, a member of 
the Madison County Board 
and chairman of its Special 
Sewer Committee, is sug- 
gesting that residents of the 
district to whom no sewer 
line is available contact the 
Madison County sewer office 
and sign a petition to be 
disconnected from the 
district. 

In the past, the Madison 
County Board has passed a 
resolution exempting certain 
residents of the district from 
payment of the sewer tax. 
Miles stated that the resolu- 
tion would probably be 
rescinded by the county. He 
expressed concern that peo- 
ple who are in the district but 
not paying the tax might ig- 
nore the disconnection pro- 
ceeding and thereafter be re- 
quired to pay the tax. 

Miles stated that tax relief 
is not available to persons 
who choose not to utilize the 
sewers, but only to those for 
whom no sewer has been 
‘provided. In addition, the 


law will not permit discon- 
nection ‘from the district of 
properties to which the coun- 

ty intends to provide sewers 
in the future. 

Any person residing or 
owning property in tle 
district may sign a petition 
requesting disconnection 
The court proceeding has 
been scheduled for Oct. 12. 
The petitions are available 
at the sewer office, 301 E 
Chain of Rocks Road, Mit- 
chell. 

Interested persons should 
obtain and sign a petition by 
Wednesday, Sept. 28. Peti- 
tion signers will need to br- 
ing a copy of their most re- 
cent tax bill and the legal 
description of their property 

Inquiries about the detach- 
ment proceeding may be 
made at the sewer district 
office, telephone 931-3400. 

The ultimate decision 
whether any property will be 
disconnected from the 
district will be made by the 
Circuit Court.

Vote Approval Expected Soon ‘ 


“‘Technicality' delays SWC officials vote on GCHS

The Southwestern Conference, per- 
haps Southern Illinois’ most prestigious 
high school conference, does not have a 
new-member, at least not yet anyway. 

y, in their first meeting of the 
1983-84 school year, SWC officials tabl- 
ed “the admission of newly. formed 
Granite City High School into the con-. 
ference for ‘‘technical reasons,” said 
Jerfy Turner, president of the South- 
‘western Conference. The pending vote, 
if approved, would have admitted 
Granite City into the conference for the 
1984-85 school year. 

Turner, also principal at Belleville 
West High School, explained that 
because of contradictory clauses in the 
SWC constitution, Granite City could 


not be admitted unless it’s first two 
years were probationary. 

It's for that reason — to allow time to 
amend the current SWC constitution — 
that a vote on Granite City’s member- 
ship was tabled, Turner said: 

According to the initial clauses for 
membership, a new member school 
may be admitted to the SWC under a 
probationary period if approved by 
three-fifths of the SWC board. A second 
article further states that new 
members could be admitted without a 
probationary period if four-fifths of the 
board approved. It was under that 
clause in which Granite City was hop- 
ing to qualify. 

However, a third clause and one 
which was amended in 1970, clearly 
states that all new members, without 
exception, face a probationary period 


of two years. 

Turner said it’s; that third clause 
which caused SWC officials to table ac- 
tion on Granite City. Recalling the con- 
tradictory clause, Turner said, it was 
amended 13 years ago when conference 
officials were considering Cahokia, 
Belleville East and East St. Louis Lin- 
coln for membership. 

“All I can figure is that we (SWC 
members) made the amendment 
without annulling the two previous 
clauses,” Turner said. 

Hence, a second meeting — one with 
the newly amended constitution — has 
been scheduled for Oct. 12. It’s then that 
Turner expects an including vote on 
Granite City. 

Although a probationary status would 
not alter Granite City’s participation on 
the playing fields, it would deny 
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Granite City's two SWC represen- 
tatives, athletic director Reger Smith 
and Gilbert Walmsley voting SWC 
priviledges. 

Turner explained if the SWC’s rela- 
tionship with Granite City in the past 
had not been as favorable as it has 
been, conference officials would have 
probably agreed Tuesday to admit 
Granite City under a probationary 
status. 

However, Turner said, because of 
that favorable relationship, the SWC is 
willing to amend its constitution so 
Granite City can be admitted without 
probation. 

Granite City’s apparent pending af- 
filiation with the SWC comes after a 
nine-year absence from the conference. 

The Warriors left the Southwestern 
Conference in June 1975, after the 1974- 


75 season and two years after the for- 
mation of its sister school Granite City 
North in 1973. Although not an official 
member of the SWC’and an independent 
for the next four years, the Warriors

Hispanics contribute to region’s economy, culture 


By TOMMYE WALTER 

People of Hispanic descent 
represent less than one per- 
cent of the total population of 
Southwestern Illinois, but a 
study conducted by the Of- 
fice of Area Development of 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has shone 
they have contributed great- 
ly to local economic and 
cultural development. 

‘The report, Hispanics in 
Southwestern Illinois, 1890- 
1982, was compiled by 
Gilberto L. Restrepo, a 
graduate student at the 
university majoring in 
geography. 

The. study focuses on such 
demographic 
characteristics as what 
countries 
migrated from, what 
brought them to 
Southwestern Illinois, where 
they settled an what they are 
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the people 


doing to preserve their 
heritage. 

The first immigrants of 
Hispanic origin arrived in 
the area during the late 
1800s, coming from north 
central portions of Mexico, 
Restrepo said: 

“They were attracted to 
the U.S. by the prospect of 
better-paying jobs. 
Simultaneously, they were 
being pushed from Mexico 
by deteriorating economic 
and political conditions,” he 
added. 

“The major wave of Mex- 
ican immigrants had begun 
arriving in East St. Louis 
after the onset of the Mex- 
ican Revolution. 


“They ‘established 
themselves next to the 
smelter of American Zinc of 
Illinois, an area that soon 
became Fairmont City. 

“In Granite City, they set- 
tled among the more 
numerous European im- 
migrants already establish- 
ed around the steel mills. 

“‘In Alton, some of the first 
Mexicans arrived about 1910 
to 1920. They worked in lead 
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foundries and for the 
railroad. 

Restrepo said Spaniards 
were not specifically 
counted by the U.S. Census 
Bureau until 1940, but they 
_had been arpund since the 
turn of the century. “Many 
first settled in south St. Louis 
and later moved to East St 
Louis,” he said. 

There was a marked 
decline in the Hispanic 
population in the area bet- 
ween 1931 and 1950, The 
SIUE student attributed this 
to several factors, including 
the Revolutidn in Mexico and 
the depression in this coun- 
try. 

‘The number of Hispanics 
here increased during the 
years between 1951 and 1970. 

“The Hispanic population, 
which had previously con- 
sisted of Mexicans and 
Spaniards, now contained 
representatives from 
Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, 
Cuba, Honduras and Peru,” 
he explained. 

By 1970, the Hispanic 
population of Southwestern 
Illinois had grown to a recod 
high of more than 6,000. 
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During this period, decen- 
dants of the first Hispanics 
began moving into such com- 
munities as Cahokia, Dupo, 
Collinsville, Caseyville, 
Belleville, Wood River and 
Bethalto. 

Although Hispanic people 
of the area have, for the 
most part, merged into the 
American culture, Restrepo 
said, they have retained 
many of their social and 
cultural traditions. 

Currently, four organiza- 
tions and two restaurants 
help maintain Hispanic 
cultural, social and culinary 
traditions. The organizations 
include the Society of Our 
Lady: of Guadalupe in Fair- 
mont City, the Granite City 
Mexican Honorary Commis- 
sion, the Commission 
Honorifica Mexicana in 
Alton, and the Hermandad 
Hispana at Scott Air Force 
Base.

But a 
sales représentative honored 
by the Illinois Department of 
Law Enforcement turned the 
tables when he assisted a 
policeman last year. 

Greg Myers was presented 
a certificate of appreciation 
by State Police Captain Bob- 
by L. Henry Sr. of 
Caseyville, currently 
District 11. commander, for 
his role in helping police sub- 
due a suspect. 

Myers was nqminated for 
the award — normally 
reserved for Illinois State 
Police personel — by Henry, 
who said the man, now 46 
years old, saved him and 
another officer from serious 
injury 

‘The incident began about 5 
p.m. Sept. 3, 1982, when 
Henry, then a lieutnant in 
charge of air operations, was 
patrolling on Interstate 55 
near Springfield. “Using 
radar, he checked a car that 
was driving 66 mph. Henry 
attempted to stop the driver, 
who fled in his auto. 

The lieutenant pursued the 
car through Springfield, un- 
til the suspect's vehicle 
became tied up in rush-hour 
traffic. Another police of- 
ficer, Southern View 
policeman Dan R. McCall, 
also arrived at the scene. 

The driver of the car, 
Richard L. Kikendall, 
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jumped from his auto and District 11 in Collinsville,. 
‘presented Myers the award 
cursing and brandishing a at Springfield. 


started toward the officers, 
baseball bat. 


Kikendall was pojsed to speeding, unlawful use of a 


swing at Henry when Myers 
jumped from his car and 
grabbed the bat’ from 
behind, Henry related. 

“There were 30 or 40 other 
cars at the intersection,” 
Henry said, ‘‘but Mr.' Myers 
was the only person; to get 
out of his car and come to 
our assistance. 

“I feel his actions and his 
willingness to become in- 
volved reduced the possibili- 
ty ofserious injury to myself 
and the other officer.”’ 

Myers said his actions 
were instinctive: 

“Somebody was gaing to 
get hurt. Something had to 
be done. I did it on reflex.” 

Henry, McCall and Myers 
grabbed Kikendall and plac- 
ed him face down jn the 
grass — and it took all three 
of them to do it. 


“It was impossible for the 
three of us to completely 
restrain the man,” HenPy 
recalled Kikendall fought 
the trio using his elbows, feet 
and head until other officers 
arrived to assist in restrain- 
ing the man and placing him 
in custody. 


No one was injured, and 
the officers credit that to 
Myers’ action.
